More than 87,000 people were employed in Computer and Mathematical occupations with an 
average wage of $88,390 in 2022 (2022 Occupational Employment and Wage Statistics 
estimates). Employment in Information Technology occupations is projected to grow by 14.2 
percent from 2020-2030 (MERIC Long-Term Employment Projections). 


From Feb. 1, 2023, to Jan. 31, 2024, there were over 45,000 online job ads for Computer and 
Mathematical occupations (Lightcast™). Software development and programming skills are 
highly valued in these occupations. Most job ads for these occupations requested proficiency in 
various computer programming languages. The top requested programming languages include 
SQL, Python, and Java.
